With the return of strength coach Jamie Redmond, the Big Red Bailers reported at two-a-days in what Coach Bowers said 
was the best physical condition of any team he had ever coached. Poised and ready to take on the 100th year of football at the Hill, 
the seniors led the team through two weeks of practice which included the ever-present and now legendary practice drills, such as 
Coach Brown’s ball and stick and Crazy Joe’s ball handling techniques. The Big Red opened the 100th season, which boasted a 
typical Bowerian(extremely tough) schedule, by hosting the well-respected Clinton Dragons fi*om East Tennessee. At the half MBA 
led by a mere 3-0, but then woke up in the second half and opened a can to destroy the dragons, 38-0. Week 2 v/ould hold a much 
more fonnidable opponent as the Big Red traveled into the jungle to face perennial powerhouse, Pearl Cohn. MBA took a commanding 
27-6 lead going into the waning minutes of the fourth quarter when the ‘Firebirds’ scored closing out the game at 27-14. Seven days 
later the physically inferior, MUS squeaked past the Big Red on a last second hail mary. The coaching staff made it clear that there 
would be no room for mistakes in the following week’s game against Knoxville Halls. Despite the home grown refs, the Seniors 
answered the coaches call and dominated the football-crazed Knox Halls team with great running from David McIntosh and excellent 
defense from Holy Hillenmeyer! However, a loss to Brentwood Academy in Week 5 left Montgomery Bell at (0-2) in Division II and 
hoping to make the playoffs. With their backs against the wall, the Big Red came out fighting like never before and triumphed over 
Henry County, 49-24, and Baylor 42- 1 8. With two more wins under their belt and a (5-2) record, MBA played host to the defending 
state champions Father Ryan.. .for Homecoming (you can only imagine the intensity). The best week of practice yielded a 16-7 stomp- 
ing of the purple pansies, and the best defensive effort of the year, which surrendered a mere 19 total yards to the irish. MBA then 
rolled into the playoffs because of convincing wins against Christian Brothers, 23-6, and against a highly touted McCallie team, 41-16. 
With a 19-3 defeat of the evil empire in the first week of the playoffs, the 1999 squad became the only team in the history of Montgom- 
ery Bell football to beat Ryan twice in one season, thus avenging last year’s clinic bowl loss and earning a trip to the state champion- 
ship for the second consecutive season. 

The stage was set for the finals, a showdown between Benedict Moore’s former team versus his new one (MBA vs. BA), and 
those living outside the Hill saw MBA as quite the underdog against the grossly oversized brutes from Brentwood. But little did they 
know that new plays were being created in the coaches’ minds, and that MBA’s players were relaxed yet focused at the same time. 

One year ago, after the clinic bowl loss, seven seniors met in the old laundry room to make sure it wouldn’t happen again; these 
seniors and the rest of the team would take the championship by force. So the team had worked harder that any other in the state, 
therefore a year later the Big Red deserved to take what was rightfully theirs. Just as the team took the field, the theme song from 
“Rocky”, a weight room ritual, blared over the speakers in a timely manner, sending the players in to a pregame riot, energy which 
spilled over into the game. An early BA turnover led to a touchdown pass from Thompson to Rodriguez in the first quarter. Besides 
some mistackles the defense stayed strong, while David McIntosh, who played the game of his life, went over the top and in for six, 
Little Man Style, for one of his two touchdowns. At the half, MBA led 21-12. Despite dominating the second half as well. Big Red 
turnovers led to seven Brentwood points. Late in the fourth quarter, BA started to drive again into MBA territory, but their efforts 
were stifled as Barton Simmons deflected a pass into the hands of Cole Barfield. John Thompson took three snaps and the game was 
sealed; Montgomery Bell Academy 2 1 - Brentwood Academy 1 9.

The Varsity Rifle Team shoots year round: a fall season, a spring season, and training 
camps during the summer. The 98/99 season was the most successful in the history of the 
school. In dual meets MBA won 17 and lost six. The team entered four major tournaments, 
winning the Himstville Invitational, placing second in the MBA Fall Classic (the largest and most 
important high school shooting tournament in the USA) and the Lion’s Club 600 in Atlanta, and 
fourth in the Wolf Creek 400 in Atlanta. MBA capped a geat year by winning both the air rifle 
and smallbore rifle state championships. Jared Lostetter was top shooter in both events and was 
named Tennessee High School Varisty Rifle Athlete of the Year. Patten Fuqua, Andrew 
Thomison, Brandon Gruber, along with Jared were named to the all-state rifle team. 

One wall in the team equipment room tells the story. On it are the posted targets for the 
highest scores for the year. Jared Lostetter fired a 589/600 in competition this year establishing a 
new school record (the previous record was held by Andrew Thomison’s 577/600 for 97/98. 
Other team members routinely fire scores in the high 570s. The reason for the rising scores is 
the team’s intense year-round schedule of training and competition. This past summer. Clay 
Collier, Brandon Gruber and Andrew Thomison attended a smallbore rifle training camp in 
Union, S.C. under LTC Paul Davis, while Jared Lostetter attended the MP air rifle camp at the 
Wolf Creek Olympic Shooting Complex in Atlanta.

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During the 1998-99 season, 1 12 actors crossed the boards of the Paschall stage and over 100 
tech-crew members worked backstage or in the booth. Their combined efforts created a sue 
cessful season with record audiences and support. In the fall, MBA and Harpeth Hall worked 
together to perform Guys and Dolls. This hilarious and stylish show (called the perfect 
musical comedy by some New York critics) ran October Isy through October 4th in the 
Paschall Theater. All four shows were sold out and the cast received a standing ovation for 
every performance. The play presents the flashy world of gamblers, showgirls, and mission workers in New York in 1 950. Damon 
Runyon s broadly drawn characters and the fixes they find themselves in create a fun-house mirror for our own misconceptions and 
amorous mistakes. Love is, after all, a crapshoot. Our production had a total cast of 56 students from MBA and Harpeth Hall, and 
starred seniors Miles Warfield and Cooper Samuels as Sky Masterson and Nathan Detroit, and Kidstina Hogue and Ellen Bucy as Sarah 
Brown and Miss Adelaide. It also featured Newton Pate and Dr. John Griffith as Nathan’s sidekicks, Nicely-Nicely Johnson and Benny 
Southstreet. Our second production of the season was Absurd Person Plural (student-directed one acts), and it ran December 3rd 
through December 6th. Seniors William Fuson, Matt Davis, Wil Moss, Chis Hams and Steven Braren directed short plays by absurdists. 
William Fuson direct Durang’s The Actor’s Nightmare, which featured Josh Eaves as George Spelvin, a confused accountant suddenly 
thrown on the stage in a play he can’t quite figure out. Matt Davis directed Ionesco’s The Bald Soprano, a classic about the absurdities 
of the English language and the futility of social communication. It featured Newton Pate and Susan Clark as the daffy Mr. and Mrs. 
Smith. Wil Moss directed Pinter’s The Dumb Waiter, a mysterious play about two desperate hit-men (portrayed by Stuart Burkhalter and 
Cooper Samuels) waiting for their next assignment. Ionesco’s The Lesson, a short exploration of the tyrannies of teachers and other 
absolutists was directed by Chris Harris. It featured Kye Printup as the professor and Hastings Beard as the pupil. Steven Braren 
directed Stoppard’s Cahoot’s Macbeth, a complex play about censorship, oppression, and alternative artistic expression in 1970’s Czecho- 
slovakia. It included humorous yet enlightening performances by newcomer Brandon Schecter as the inspector and Charlie Corts as Easy. 
Of Mice and Men, John Steinbeck’s moving character study of two roving fannhands who share a dream of living off “the fat of the land”, 
was our third show of the year. MBA’s production featured particularly powerful performances by Brandon Schecter as George, Miles 
Warfield as Lenny, and Kye Printup as Crooks. Outdoor scenes at the beginning of the play were filmed by Andrew Rozario. The play 
ran March 11-14, and the superb cast again received four standing ovations. The final show of the season was Shakespeare’s beloved 
comedy, A Midsummer Night’s Dream introduced the audience to the world of fairies who try to help star-crossed lovers but only make 
things worse. MBA’s cast of thirty featured Cooper Samuels and Kelleigh Bannen as Lysander and Hermia, and Newton Pate and 
Allyson Foreman as Demetrius and Helena. It also featured outstanding first-time performances by Jonathan Tam as Puck and David 
Farrell as Bottom. The sophisticated and entrancing special effects used to create the play’s magical world ensured that William Fuson 
ended his long career in the Paschall tech-booth with a bang. The show ran May 6-9, and once again each performance recieved a 
standing ovation.

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None of us who have been taught by this year’s dedicatee will ever be able to 
reflect on our science educations without remembering Mr. Chris Spiegl. His articulate 
and sharp sense of humor, backed by his nearly boundless enthusiasm for his course, 
Earth Science, and his willingness to digress to less pertinent but equally important 
matters of worldly stature will not, and cannot, be forgotten. Earth Science is not 
merely a course to pass up as a necessary evil of school; in fact, it is life, the world, 
and, as Mr. Spiegl will gladly explain, a model for understanding one’s place in the 
cosmos. His tests are not for the weak at heart, and not for the unlucky student who is 
unwilling to apply himself to digesting and evaluating the information vital to his under- 
standing of not only the material in the text but also the concepts and lessons for suc- 
cess in life imparted during class. To this end, Mr. Spiegl’s own knowledge of Earth 
Science seems unmatched by the information in the text, and nothing of importance 
that is covered in the book or in any other media, including movies, experiments, and 
out-of-class investigations passes without elaboration, comment, and thorough expla- 
nation. That he is sincere is more than evident in his great respect for the questions of 
serious and devoted students. He has started a new branch of the globe program, in 
which students measure climatic information like temperature range, cloud cover and 
type, and rainfall for submission to an international study whose information can then be 
used to further the ideas in class lectures and investigations. He has innumerable rock 
samples and charts, maps, and the like, and uses all of it. Oscar Wilde once said that 
nothing worth learning can be taught, an aphorism proved incorrect because it is only 
through the opportunities for understanding, the encouragement, the dedication, and 
the guidance of teachers like Mr. Chris Spiegl that the student can grasp for himself 
those lessons worth learning. Oscar Wilde didn’t know what teaching was.

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Farewell Mrs. Thurmond 


Strength, wisdom, kindness, wit, a zest for living, and a deep love of young people-what 
a legacy Martha Thurmond has left MBA. Students remember her exacting standards, her 
passion for science and determination to see that each student “got it.” One student re- 
calls, “My first year at MBA, it felt like I spent more time with Mrs. Thumiond than I did 
with my family or friends. It was early mornings in her office, second period in her class, 
and we shared a number of lunches together just to make sure. I still wonder if I pushed 
her to retirement. When I left Mrs. Thurmond’s class, I felt I could never thank her for 
the extra help she gave and for her demands to make me a better student.” 

Teachers also stretched and grew under Martha Thurmond’s direction. She taught 
purely for the love of teaching and set the highest standards for herself She expected no 
less from her colleagues though she would never ask anyone to do something she herself 
wouldn’t do. The challenge for many was that there were few things Martha wouldn’t 
do. She often rushed through her own lunch break or skipped it entirely to give students 
extra help. On a cold night Martha would stand waiting with the last child whose par- 
ents had forgotten the pick-up time for a party or she would drive for hours just to be 
back in time for a ball game or a mixer. Though her expectations were high, Martha 
Thumiond understood the value of encouragement and rarely missed a chance to notice 
and appreciate extra effort. Administrators recognize that she was also part of the “Con- 
science of MBA”, offering sage advice drawn from her years of involvement in educa- 
tion. 

Parents too have felt her influence. First time seventh-grade mothers and fathers 
relaxed a little as Mrs. Thurmond helped them discover the humor and wonder in ado- 
lescent antics. Through her seven years, Martha has taken a personal interest in each boy, 
and many parents have understood that their sons were entmsted to a master teacher and 
an extraordinary woman. It is hard to imagine MBA without Martha Thurmond but 
somehow satisfying to think of her returning to her home in Georgia and to the farm. 

W ayne and Anne Christeson wrote, “when her duties at MBA grew heavy, Martha would 
sometimes visit our farm where a dose of country life would restore her strength and her 
determination. On one visit she came to see a newly-bom foal. Martha took to the foal 
like a sister and sat in the grass for a long time that day letting the colt nuzzle her face 
and lick her hair. After a time she decided to get her camera, and she stood up and ran 
across the pasture to her car. As we watched her, we saw a woman who was beautiful 
and at peace with herself, a young girl who will never grow old.”
